investigation of the JFK assassination once the case that should have changed history and in fact Joan 
melon's compelling book her investigation over seven years will change history hi Joan are you there hi 
Maya hello Joan hi Ralph let's start by saying a little bit about who Joan is Joan Mellon Temple University 
professor and author is well known for her biographies of Lillian Hellman and Dashiell Hammett Kay Boyle 
her film criticism and filmography of Marilyn Monroe and the Battle of Algiers and many Japanese filmmakers 
and movies and also a biography about night one that is outside the realm of the usual sports biography 
Joan is the author of 17 books and countless articles that have appeared in the Baltimore Sun New York 
Times Los Angeles Times and Philadelphia Inquirer she has been a professor at Temple University 
particularly one of the creators of the Creative Writing Program and in 2004 was awarded the most 
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Program and in 2004 was awarded the most coveted great teacher award for her outstanding achievement 
particularly in the Graduate writing program right well Joan has as well | written a very important investigative 
oh called privilege which is an investigation of the death of Sasha Bruce who was the daughter of David ke 
Bruce who was the US ambassador to Great Britain and one of the key figures in the OSS the predecessor 
of the Central Intelligence Agency but with respect to a farewell to justice let me say to you that a farewell to 
justice in my judgment his foreign way the most significant document and investigative work ever to emerge 
it was with respect to the assassination of John F Kennedy and | speak from experience here because | have 
to say to you brothers and sisters that as many of you are aware my work with Bertrand Russell entailed the 
formation of the who killed Kennedy Committee in early 1964 we brought mark Landler didn't rush to 
judgment was written in a flat in London we indeed were engaged in this effort and | can tell you from 
experience and that includes an acquaintance and involvement with Jim Garrison that nowhere has there 
appeared a book is devastating in its documentation an exhaustive survey of witnesses and its involvement 
with the very plug ugly contract killers of people who were not just involved in discussing the assassination 


but in implementing it to coordinates these are the people who Joan buried it out and has nailed | am 
convinced that for decades this is going to be a benchmark welcome and it's evidence in its documentation 
and its witnesses who studied and the implications there are no longer implications it's right there the head of 
the intelligence services the Central Intelligence Agency and military intelligence are the authors of the 
execution of the President of the United States over the next three hours 
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United States over the next three hours we'll be discussing with Joan the most remarkable investigation yet 
Joan what was the motivation and why did you begin the reinvestigation of the Jim Garrison inquiry into the 
John F Kennedy assassination Maya | began writing a biography of Jim Garrison | was a biographer and | 
thought he was an interesting person whom | had known and | thought | would talk about his handling of the 
office of the district attorney in Orleans Parish by the time | was into it for | don't know some months | 
realized that this was going to be a book about his investigation a biography of his investigation and after that 
| realized too that his investigation went only so far and it was only after the passage of the JFK act in 1992 
that voluminous documents were issued by the FBI and CIA and became available in the National Archives 
and that these documents had much to say about the investigation begun by Jim Garrison in the 1960s so 
my book really begins as a biography of Jim Garrison then becomes a biography of his investigation and 
finally as an investigation of my own and | found witnesses whom Garrison knew about but who never really 
were forthcoming in their discussions with garrison and finally revealed what they knew only at the very end 
when I saw them fact | did the last interview for this book in June of 2005 in Miami because | wasn't satisfied 
with the explanations for why Bobby Kennedy opposed Jim Garrison's investigation so strongly we're going 
to be going more into the particulars of the Kennedy and his interference with the garrison investigation in the 
second hour but right now let's look a bit more at what the structure of the garrison investigation was and 
how you actually 
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investigation was and how you actually peeled away all the layers and then were able to substantiate what 
he had found and then went even deeper so that you actually got to the core of the relationship that showed 
that Oswald was not a lone assassin that in fact Oswald Clay Shaw David Ferrie and many others were 
involved in the conspiracy to assassinate John F Kennedy yes sir yes well we were questioned | think but in 
any event question here | think has to do with what you to reprise Jim's investigation and to take it to the 
places where he could not go how did | do it in other words how did | do how did you do it any course you 
know a huge array of data and evidence wasn't available to Jim during his lifetime but then the actual 
parroting out of witnesses and the interviewing of those witnesses and inducing them to come forward and to 
acknowledge their relationships the planning of the assassination its implementation that is your work 
building on Jim Garrison so it may be | have to say you that and | speak here as someone who is 
experienced in this | have never seen anything like this please expatiate a bit okay Ralph well | was as you 
were talking | was thinking of one particular witness who enabled me to see Lee Harvey Oswald's role and 
that he was involved with people who were involved with u.s. customs for example and | was driving down 
the roads of Louisiana searching for anyone who had been involved with Garrison's investigation who knew 
clay Shaw and | was driving in Bogalusa where | met one of clay Shaw's friends and this friend said he said 
what he had to say and then he said you know you really should talk to my wife and his wife came out and 
said you know | had gone to Junior High School with Lee Harvey Oswald and so when he knocked on my 
door one day and

when he knocked on my door one day and said does Wan live here | knew exactly who he was they had 
gone to the same junior high and she remembered him well she called him Harvey and it turns out that her 
neighbor was a man named Juan Valdez who later would be the chief suspect in the murder of a doctor 
named Mary Sherman who was we think was involved with one of Garrison's chief suspects David Ferrie 


and so | learned about Oswald's relationship with Juan it completely inadvertently in another example | got 
the information about how Oswald Clay Shaw and David Ferrie traveled together to Clinton and Jackson in a 
very mysterious way but with this very association of Oswald with Shaw pointed to the fact that the cover-up 
of the assassination had begun even before the shooting in Dallas well I've traveled across that ferry from st. 
Francisville over the Mississippi River terrified because it seemed to me as if that raft were about to sink and 
you have you a car on it and | drove to Eunice Louisiana and | met one of the garrisons investigators named 
and Dischler and mrs. Dischler didn't want when | finally got there she didn't want to show me her notes 
because she felt that she had been betrayed by a previous author who wrote a book denying what was 
actually in the notes which she had seen the notes and two years later | found myself driving through a 
monsoon over the Atchafalaya swamp back to mrs. dishes house where she sat with me for days not only 
showing me the notebooks but also discussing each page and all her memories of the because the paid the 
book was somewhat in shorthand very quickly written and so | learned about that very important trip that 
Oswald took with ferry and Shaw up to Clinton and Jackson whereas wal applied for a job at East which is 
the East Louisiana State Hospital at Jackson and where | later learned and this Jimmie garrison never knew 
we actually through a doctor named dr. Frank Silva that as well did indeed apply for a job at that hospital 
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indeed apply for a job at that hospital and this was an incident Jim Garrison knew about but which some 
people have denied ever happened but | certainly knew it did happen because dr. Frank silver was the 
medical director of the hospital during the summer of 1963 and he saw Oswald in a very different mode from 
the Oswald who stood on Canal Street and handed out leaflets supporting fair play for Cuba and was 
supposedly pro-castro because what Oswald did when he was at the East Louisiana State Hospital of 
Jackson was talk about how he was going to kill Castro and there | learned that the Oswald was indeed there 
and that Oswald somehow believed that he his function was going to be to kill Fidel Castro not to kill John F 
Kennedy well in this regard I think we need to explain to our listeners just the significance of the placing of 
Shaw and Lee Harvey Oswald and | believe die Bannister together in the same place inspiring as it were to 
position by Oswald in certain key respects but perhaps we should elucidate John the Central Intelligence 
Agency see relationship of Clay Shaw and indeed of Oswald and of David Ferrie the key figures that were 
discussing here okay well let's talk about clay show first clay Shore was the man whom garrison indicted for 
participation in the conspiracy to murder John F Kennedy and when we look at clay Shaw's background what 
we find is that he rose very rapidly in the army although he never actually appeared on the field of battle and 
it was clear that he worked with military intelligence during the war during the Second World War when he 
returned to New Orleans he was from Kentwood Louisiana although he wrote on his CIA file his application 
or whatever at the font the CIA file says that he was born in New Orleans and that's what Shaw said when he 
was arrested in fact he was born in the town called Kentwood and he came back to New Orleans and 
immediately joined something called Mississippi shipping well Mississippi shipping was a CIA proprietary in 
New 





shipping was a CIA proprietary in New Orleans and from there Shaw joined the International Trade Mart 
where ultimately he became its managing director and the International Trade Mart in New Orleans was a 
CIA project as were several other such trade Mart's that were enacted by the CIA it was particularly 
important in New Orleans which was a port and heavily infiltrated by the CIA sure then really was very 
grateful to the CIA for probing him he actually was a high school dropout never had studied economics didn't 
know anything about trade yet was the managing director of this huge International Trade Mart and so | think 
and | think garrison thought when the CIA called Shaw and asked him to look after Oswald in the state of 
Louisiana Shaw could not help but agree to do it it's not that Shaw had anything really that he had a desire to 
murder John F Kennedy but rather that he was fulfilling an assignment and repayment for what the CIA had 
done for him you could see some traces of Shaw's relationship with the CIA when one of Garrison's 
investigator is actually an assistant district attorney named Richard burns one day telephone Clay Shaw at 
home and he said is John Shaw there and Shaw was suspicious and he said who sent you which is not the 


sort of thing you would say to someone calling up you don't know who sent you but Shah was obviously 
accustomed to receiving such telephone calls the key piece of evidence that garrison developed about Shah 
really had to do with a meeting that took place at the home of David Ferrie so I'll say a couple of words about 
fairy fairy was a disgrace to Eastern Airlines pilot and he was disgraced not because of anything he did 
politically but because he committed what in New Orleans at the time were called crimes against nature and 
in particular his involvement with young boys and they're running away from home and coming to him and all 
of this and David Ferrie was a CIA contract pilot who flew missions into Cuba burning the sugarcane fields 
exfiltrating people infiltrating other people and around him 
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infiltrating other people and around him he had a group of young boys who had joined something called the 
Civil Air Patrol which very led and among those boys was Lee Harvey Oswald so a relationship existed 
between Lee Harvey Oswald and David Ferrie dating from the 1950s before Oswald joined the Marines so 
now we're coming to the late September perhaps of 1963 at a party at David fairy's house called a gathering 
we see Clay Shaw Lee Harvey Oswald is present during that evening only he's called Leon which he was on 
several occasions in this story and they're discussing the assassination of President Kennedy in particular 
Shaw and David Ferrie discussing what their alibis would be for November 22nd 1963 and they're doing this 
in the hearing of a young man named Perry Russo who was one of David Ferries acolytes perhaps and is 
sitting there listening and eventually after only after David Ferrie died under mysterious circumstances it's 
really not clear what he died but he died on February 22nd 1967 and the following week Perry Russo came 
forward and wanted to tell his story to the sheriff in Baton Rouge and the Sheriff's Office in Baton Rouge 
didn't want to hear it and they said go to the newspapers and so Perry Russa went to a Baton Rouge 
newspaper and told about David Ferrie didn't talk about Shaw at that moment but he did talk about Fairy and 
garrisons investigators in New Orleans read the newspaper and mumu chambray was one of Garrison's 
people drove up to Baton Rouge the next day to talk to Perry Russo it was then on that Saturday that Perry 
Russo told mg shaumbra about the party at David fairies in which fairy and Clay Shaw discussed what their 
alibis would be for the day of the assassination these alibis turned out to be true David Ferrie was in 
Hammond at Southeast Louisiana University and Clay Shaw was in San Francisco during the assassination 
so both of them found it 
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assassination so both of them found it turned out to be true garrison immediately had Perry Russo take 
sodium pentathol to see if he was telling the truth really they did that they knew the evidence and they did 
that just to check and Russo said the same things before the sodium pentathol test and this was something 
that | discovered Perry Russo sat before a police artist and he described the people that he saw at David 
Ferries apartment in particular he described the man who called himself clam Bertrand and clay Bertrand 
was the alias of Clay Shaw and as Perry Russo described this person the artist was a police officer drew the 
picture and it turned out to be an exact likeness of Clay Shaw now you might wonder whether that police 
artist who was come forward here for the first time was telling the truth but the fact that he turns out to be the 
person to whom my book is dedicated a New Orleans police officer who first walked the beat on Bourbon 
Street later was part of New Orleans police intelligence still later was one of the members of Team three the 
Louisiana investigators who worked for the United States for the House Select Committee on assassinations 
and a police officer of impeccable record named Robert Buras and Robert beers his ambition in life was to 
be an artist but because he grew up in the projects and was poor and his dad was an alcoholic and he had 
nothing he had to become a policeman but it wasn't what he he actually wanted to be an artist and so he is 
the person who drew that likeness of Clay Shaw well Jim this is incredibly important and and you have a 
chapter in your book called an operative in action which details the intelligence role of Clay Shaw and in it 
you quote Clay Shaw at a press conference on March 2nd of 1967 the day after Jim Garrison arrested him 
that Clay Shaw said explicitly | did not know Harvey Lee Oswald me preferring to Lee Harvey Oswald and 
that he had never met mr. Dave Ferrie and here you have 





met mr. Dave Ferrie and here you have tied them all together not only that you go into Shaw's recruiting of 
guy Bannister of whom I'd like you to speak also in a program called is it ken-chan UK enchant Q its q ke n 
CH ent and then also you uncovered that Clay Shaw was not just a CIA employee that he was particularly an 
agent and you have John written a long time officer in clandestine services in charge of reviewing 
counterintelligence operations you have him discussing actually the files of Clay Shaw even though these 
files were couraged and if | can read from your book on page 143 it says far from being a mere asset for the 
domestic contact service Clay Shaw was a CIA operative his records resided with counterintelligence Arthur 
Dooley of the counterintelligence research and analysis staff headed by Raymond broker nicknamed the 
rock by Chief James Angleton one day telephone John P Dempsey the director of research duly revealed 
how well aware he was of clay Laverne Shaw did not bother with the fantasy of attaching an ending date to 
clay Shaw's counterintelligence service remarkable remarkable research Joan with respect to the Central 
Intelligence Agency high-level role of Clay Shaw of a substantial period of time we also have the evidence 
concerning the CIA history of Lee Harvey Oswald at Atsugi Air Force Base and with his false defection to the 
Soviet Union and with his subsequent return run by the CIA FBI 
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FBI and so on well let me just mention one point because you said so many things we have to get back to 
who guy Bannister was as well but one of the points that I think is worth making is that fair play for Cuba 
itself was heavily infiltrated by the CIA and in particular was a project of the propaganda specialist David at 
Lee Phillips so it was no accident that Oswald was standing there on Canal Street and also in front of the 
International Trade Mart where clay Shaw were giving out his leaflets for a fair play for Cuba and | also want 
to mention that although it was known | think | proved without any doubt that Oswald was working for more 
than one agency for working for United States customs and those files let me add right here have not been 
opened although it would seem that at the National Archives we have all the records of the Church 
Committee and the House Select Committee on assassinations in fact all of the records at the Church 
Committee which show that Oswald was working closely with US Customs still remain sealed to this day 
however the summaries exist and that's where | got the information because the summaries of those 
interviews can be found at the National Archives by agencies you're referring to the CIA the FBI and the US 
custom now is yes and yes am | now as far as the FBI is concerned the Warren Commission knew about that 
and that was how jim garrison started on his investigation and i think it's interesting to mention that 
throughout his life including in his books garrison always said that it was Russell long Senator Russell long 
who was the son of the Huey Long who first got him on to investigating the assassination of John F Kennedy 
and this wasn't true at all in fact the person who inspired Jim Garrison and Garrison kept this secret because 
he didn't want to blow his cover was Louisiana representative Hale Boggs Hale Boggs was a member of the 
Warren Commission and Hale Boggs was present during one of the 
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Hale Boggs was present during one of the closed sessions of the Warren Commission at which FBI records 
of Lee Harvey Oswald were discussed and Allen Dulles was also on the Warren Commission of the CIA 
director whom John F Kennedy had fired had told all the warn commissioners that this none of this must ever 
leave the room and of course the first thing that Hale Boggs did was to tell Jim Garrison about Oswald's 
connection to the FBI and hearing that garrison realized that the investigation that had begun in 1963 when 
he questioned David Ferrie during the weekend of the assassination turned out to be something that the 
Warren Commission had not investigated at all and that he really should resume his investigation one of the 
people whom | interviewed at great length was the FBI clerk William Walter and | think he's one of the most 
important witnesses he was deposed before the House Select Committee who tried to discredit him at every 
turn and | think that William Walter stood up well under that questioning and | think he's an entirely credible 
witness William Walter was a young Tulane student in 1963 and during the summer when Lee Harvey 
Oswald was arrested on Canal Street for a skirmish that he had with members of a Cuban organization 


called d-r-e which was the Directorate of Students Oswald was arrested and taken to jail where he was 
questioned by lieutenant Francis Martello and Oswald told lieutenant Martello call the FBI and tell them that 
you have Lee Harvey Oswald here actually | think he said Lee Oswald now Martell never talked about this 
and he only did so many many years later in the 1990s a lot well Martello telephone the FBI a person who 
answered the telephone was William Walter and William Walter it was | guess late at night maybe on the 
weekend and there was only one FBI agent President was name was John Quigley and Quigley immediately 
told Walter to see if they had any files on Lee Harvey Oswald and of course the place was filled with files 
including a file that was in the filing cabinet of 
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file that was in the filing cabinet of the special agent in charge down there and there became clear that Lee 
Harvey Oswald was part of our FBI operations in New Orleans this was a security file that was kept in a 
locked cabinet they were also informant files and on that on the jacket of Lee Harvey Oswald's security file 
was the name of a very well known FBI agent down there in New Orleans called Warren two breweries who 
won't until this day and I've spoken to him maybe two months ago denies that he ever knew Oswald although 
he did say to me something that he never said before what he said was you know | wouldn't be a very 
intelligent man if | never changed my mind and I'll take that as an admission by Warrender breweries 
because otherwise he was the toughest although he was not the special agent in charge he was the 
toughest of the FBI agents down there anyway there's Oswald's relationship with the FBI | spelled out 
beyond a doubt the CIA records do not reveal that Oswald was part of the false defector program that went 
into the Soviet Union but it was pretty clear that he was all the evidence points to that let's take a moment to 
look at the intelligence relationships here the fair play for Cuba committee at the time was one person 
operation Lee Harvey Oswald but it was operating out of a particular location and it was a building that had 
offices of somebody named guy Bannister which was a clearinghouse for intelligence operations you have 
here convergence of guy Bannister Harvey Oswald David Ferrie Clay Shaw and in various circumstances 
Jack Ruby as well the convergence of the central figures into planning and implementation of the 
assassination of John F Kennedy would you expand upon your own documentation of this with witnesses 
and documents well first | think we have to tell the audience who guy Bannister was guy Bannister had been 
the special agent in charge of the FBI office in Chicago which of course was mafia stronghold he 
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which of course was mafia stronghold he came to New Orleans where as a cover he joined the police 
department and became and | can't recall his exact title but he got into a drunken rage once in a bar and he 
took out his gun and whatnot and he was fired from the police department he ran what was supposedly a 
detective agency at 5:31 Lafayette Street and the side entrance of that building now the United States 
courthouse at 500 camp Street but the side entrance is 544 Camp Street and layer of the Oswald stamped 
544 Camp Street on some of the leaflets that he gave out in the for fair play for Cuba and this created quite a 
disturbance when Jim Garrison started his investing he took note of that and it was garrison sitting in his 
office one day with several Cubans who were helping him who said wait a minute what number camp what 
number camp and we have this on tape because the district attorney's office taped that session and then 
garrison realized that Oswald actually was operating out of the offices of God Bannister God Bannister was 
in close touch with the FBI with the CIA he sent jeeps to Cuba he was involved in anti-castro activities he 
was involved in collecting ammunition for an invasion of Cuba he was involved in supplying money from the 
CIA to the training camps training Cuban exiles to invade Cuba north of Lake Pontchartrain all these names 
are so familiar now aren't they and Oswald had an office on the second floor of banisters office and 
Bannister also had files on everybody anti-communist files and one of the young men who was a spy for 
Bannister and infiltrating left-wing organizations noticed Oswald's on the street I've noticed first Oswald in 
banisters office and then noticed Oswald in the street giving out pro-castro leaflets and they said well you 
know what what's going on here and Bannister said and | think garrison to discover that that was one of us 
don't worry about him he's one of us so it's fairly clear that Oswald was connected with these agencies 
Bannister 





connected with these agencies Bannister was connected with these agencies both were connected with the 
plots that the CIA had been running to murder Fidel Castro | don't know if that how far we should go with that 
now garrison began his investigation with a character a New Orleans character named Jack Martin and Jack 
Martin was working a part time with guy banister Jack Martin therefore knew David ferry and he knew that 
Oswald was seen in guy banisters office and so when President Kennedy was assassinated Jack Martin 
started telling everyone in New Orleans wait a minute David Ferrie who was a resident here in New Orleans 
knew Lee Harvey Oswald the killer of President Kennedy very well and that started Jim Garrison's 
investigation in 1963 now when garrison resumed his investigation in 1966 and 1967 one of the first people 
he called in was Jack Martin and | think if the people who have seen the movie JFK though remembered 
Jack Martin was played by Jack Lemmon and they might remember the scene in which guy Bannister pistol- 
whips Jack Martin for something for actually for stealing a file from his office which turns out to have been 
true and may very well have been the Lee Harvey Oswald file that guy Bannister had kept one of the 
discoveries that | made and | want to give thanks to one of the people who helped me find these documents 
who was name is Malcolm Blount and who lives in England one of the documents that | found was that 
document in which Bannister is recruited by QK and chant now QK and chant was a CIA project and it 
permitted a CIA asset or employee to recruit other people who were not part of the CIA for CIA projects 
many people who have defended Clay Shaw have said oh well QK in chant was just something about 
debriefing people do briefing businessmen and that really isn't true it was a project that involved CIA 
operatives who were given the authority to recruit people who were not part of the agency well John you 
have August 
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the agency well John you have August 1960 that Shaw is recruiting a guy Bannister and right a recently 
uncovered secret CIA document reveals that guy Bannister associates was of interest to the agency 4qk and 
chant in the interrupter a minute Meyer | forgot to mention it's there's so much material to cover and that is 
that it required some effort to prove that Clay Shaw knew God Bannister that these were people were part of 
the same operation now | have a witness named Allen Campbell who worked for guy Bannister who told me 
that of course god Bannister used to meet with quite sure frequently but the significance of that document is 
if god Bannister were in fact recruited 4qk and chant well the only member of QK and chant in New Orleans 
was Clay Shaw so there we have the connection between guy Bannister and Clay Shaw confirmed by a 
second developed by a document itself today we're speaking with author Joan Mellon investigator Joan 
Mellon who has prepared the most incredible compelling book a farewell to justice Jim Garrison JFK's 
assassination and the case that should have changed history this is the first interview with Joan for the 
release of her book WBAI is very fortunate today to have Joan with us here in the studio well | want to 
emphasize here because we're dwelling on some of the particulars and the particulars are of great 
significance not only because key witnesses come forward and Joan is unearthed they can Rob rating 
documents she's ferreted them out she's got them out of people who had been hoarding them and hiding 
them she solicited them and covered them from files that had not been labeled as such but let's put this in 
his larger context brothers and sisters Clay Shaw CIA Harvey Oswald CIA David Ferrie CIA guy banister CIA

CIA guy banister CIA Jack Ruby FBI on CIA they're not just a team on their own as Joan's book elucidation 
has her documentation and her interviews and her time spent with the actual culprits makes clear we're 
talking about the top echelons of the Central Intelligence Agency and of military intelligence David aptly 
Philips the head of stationed throughout Latin America Richard help the director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency himself James Jesus angleton the head of counterintelligence and with the Defense Intelligence 
Agency all of this emerges from this book irrefutably with over wealth documentation it's not just a vindication 
of Jim Garrison but it's the documentation beyond any question of the treason at the top that the Kennedy 


execution represents this is an extraordinary document it's going to remain such for decades | urge you to 
buy it for an extraordinary achievement eight years in the making that in my judgment is the most significant 
investigative work that I've come across while we're so lucky to have Joan with us for the three hours today 
we can only touch upon the incredible research the remarkable detail and there are almost a hundred pages 
of very tiny print of notes to accompany to let you know where exactly she got each piece of information and 
every sentence is a new discovery in this book and as though the dates of her interviews it is a remarkable

Henry year-old Palmer with that poster and the same poster appear in the barber shop of Lia McGee where 
Lee Harvey Oswald went to have a haircut on that trip up there and ultimately became his visit to the hospital

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oh | spoke to McGee as recently as two days ago he's still alive | also spoke and | think a much more 
important person for me was the chairman of corps in East Feliciana Parish a man named Corey Collins and

extremely courageous extremely forceful and Cory Collins was one of the people who came down to New 
Orleans in February of 1969 to testify at the trial of clay Shawn and to show that Clay Shaw certainly had lied 
when he said that he didn't know Oswald or Ferry more to the point Oswald because Cory Collins was one of 
what was called were called the Clinton witnesses and what Cory Collins told me and he never told Jim 
Garrison Cory Collins worked for the post office in Baton Rouge at the time of Garrison's investigation and as

Russo was present Clay Shaw who was clay Bertrand and | proved that up and down although it's been 
difficult for Garson to prove but | proved it | think further clay shell went into the name Klem Bertrand now it 
turns out through various research that | did that that named that clay shell used was the alias that he chose 
as when he was helping fellow homosexuals in New Orleans when they were arrested against these what 
were called in those days crimes against nature and the irony of that is of course a Garson was was a liberal 
| want to mention that garrison was deliberately did not want to prosecute anybody ferry was prosecuted by 
the way in Jefferson Parish not in Orleans Parish he didn't want to prosecute anybody for these victimless 
crimes he really didn't care about what people's sexual preferences were and despite what Jack Anderson 
wrote in one of his columns during the trial of Clay Shaw garrison never once called a witness who in any 
way could reveal what Clay Shaw sexual practices were | do that in the book but certainly garrison never 
used that and as a result garrison lost many witnesses who could have testified to the fact that Clay Shaw 


was indeed the clay Bertrand who telephoned Dean Andrews to ask him to go to Dallas and represent Lee 
Harvey Oswald but also Sheridan didn't limit himself to trying to get at Perry Rousseau he also enlisted 
Gordon Novell to penetrate Garrison's that's that's interesting Gordon Novell is remains a New Orleans 
character and | rather a recent issue of Vanity Fair there's a long discussion of Gordon Novell who's saying 
that he was an 
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Novell who's saying that he was an adviser to Michael Jackson in his recent trial so Gordon Noel was one of 
the New Orleans character who was available who was an FBI informant and whom Sheridan used as Maya 
says to penetrate Garrison's office to steal documents to steal lie-detector testimonies to photographs 
whatever he could get his hands on it so simultaneously Gordon Oval was reporting to Walter Sheridan and 
he was also reporting everyday really to the FBI and thanks to the Oliver Stone and to the JFK act we have 
all of those reports from Gordon Oval to the FBI that are available to everyone in the National Archives one 
of the things that Gordon Oval did for Walter Sheridan was put him on - Marlene man Cuusoo who was 
Gordon ovals ex-wife and who was a garrison witness and and then Walter Sheridan tried to subvert morally 
Mancuso also offering her a job on The Tonight with Johnny Carson she was quite beautiful she had been a 
Miss New Orleans and Walter Sheridan promised that he could get her a job on The Tonight Show if she 
would take back the testimony that she had given for Jim Garrison that that testimony had to do with the 
robbery of the Schlumberger a munitions dump out in Houma Louisiana which was masterminded by guy 
Bannister by Gordon Oval possibly with David Phillips authorization the same David Phillips that ralph was 
referring to as Morris Bishop and they stole all these grenades and various war materiel which they then 
trucked into New Orleans ultimately bound for Miami and for the efforts against Fidel Castro Joan David at 
Lee Phillips was the head of station for Latin America and in particular for Mexico of the Central Intelligence 
Agency for operations for Western Hemisphere working very closely with JM wave the CIA station in Miami 
he wasn't actually chief of station in Mexico City but that was under his jurisdiction and 
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but that was under his jurisdiction and David oddly Philip is a central and coordinating figure with respect to 
the key participants in the execution of John Kennedy certainly David out Lee Phillips was involved and he 
wrote his memoirs it's called the M lash legacy and it's in the form of a novel and his wife has kept that under 
cover but an assassination researcher managed to look at some of it during depositions in a lawsuit and so 
we see the David Ali Phillips depicts himself as Lee Harvey Oswald's handler in his fictionalized version of 
the Kennedy assassination well in fact that fictionalized version of the Kennedy assassination by David Lee 
Phillips actually elaborates the entire scenario of setting up a feed Avista as the fall guy for the assassination 
and then carrying it out as a government operation that's right the CIA's original plan was to blame Fidel 
Castro for the assassination and that this would precipitate an invasion of Cuba which was what the CIA and 
the Pentagon at that time wanted and which John F Kennedy did not want | Know Evan well the the Vietnam 
| mean in a way because what happened was that although they did not get there after the death of 
President Kennedy they did not get their war in Cuba they got something even better which was the 
protracted war in Vietnam because so many more profits accumulated to the oil people the helicopter people 
and the Western interests that profited so much from the Vietnam War and we see these same people 
profiting of course from the Iraq war one of the interesting things that garrison wanted to do was to really 
investigate George Brown and to look at Brown & Root and to see and he discovered there CIA connections 
the documents were not available to garrison although they are to us and so garrison focused on Brown & 
Root and here is Kellogg Brown and Root at the forefront of the | don't know is it billions of 
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of the I don't know is it billions of dollars that they have made from the contracts in Iraq right we had 
discussed the evolution development of Brown & Root in our crony capitalism series and Brown is very much 
connected with Lyndon Baines Johnson and it was Lyndon Baines Johnson even when he was in Congress 


that got Franklin Delano Roosevelt to award to Brown the original Road building and then also dam building 
monies and then later it was Brown who promoted Lyndon Baines Johnson in his congressional campaign 
there's very close connection so | just before we go any further | want to make a point that | did not subscribe 
to the view that Lyndon Johnson was involved in the assassination of John F Kennedy what was interesting 
to me is that you're saying that garrison wanted to look further into the role of Kellogg Brown and then it was 
Kellogg Brown later became Brown and Root | think at the time it was brown there was Brown and Root and 
then later became Kellogg Brown and Root and then they were part of Halliburton much much later jaren you 
discuss CIA accounted with top secret clearance named James Wilcox | mentioned before I'd been with 
Oswald edits oogi retired in 1966 there's an extraordinary passage here where you cite wilcott as follows 
Oswald received a full-time salary for operational work there were at least six or seven people who knew and 
believed Oswald to be an agent of the Central Intelligence Agency and he concludes ruby was paid by the 
CIA to do away with Oswald the plan was to kill Kennedy and goz Walter Castro and used the pretext to 
invade Cuba | think that's all correct | think that Wilcock was the House Select Committee attempted to 
discredit him attempted to show well he couldn't be right because the person he cites was no longer there at 
the time and so forth it's pretty lame | think he was telling the truth | think he because 
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was telling the truth I think he because people often say how come there are no loose ends how come 
nobody came forward how come no one said anything and the fact is that isn't true people have said things 
there have been loose ends and that was just an unfortunate for them fact a this man did not testify for Jim 
Garrison although | think he would have wanted to after all Joan after it was disclosed that Jim Garrison was 
going to indict David Ferrie he was found dead at the same time Eladio del Valle came up with a severe case 
of hatchet in the head in Miami and Key Biscayne Mary Sherman is found dead how many witnesses of 
people who would come forward or had guilty knowledge were silenced and eliminated and disappeared and 
murdered in the course of this process well | think certainly the witnesses were afraid and only last week 
when | was talking to the barber Lea McGee who gave Oswald the haircut he said you know | found the new 
witness | found somebody who was interviewed by the FBI right after the assassination and he was 
interviewed with a woman named Gladys Palmer who was really should have been one of the Clinton 
witnesses she had been a stripper for Jack Ruby at the Carousel Club and she was seen with Oswald quite 
frequently during the spring and summer of 1963 and the FBI had thought that this man and Gladys Palmer 
were a quote-unquote boyfriend and girlfriend and they were they were taken in to the jailhouse at st. 
Francisville and questioned by the FBI and I said Omar | really like to talk to this man and the barber said 
well he's terrified he still terrified to this day if the example of Rose Jeremy and then there's Rose Jeremy 
where Rose Jeremy of course was not afraid and she was at the east of the East Louisiana State Hospital of 
Jackson during the day of the Kennedy assassination and was predicted the assassination had talked to 
some Cubans who were with her and so she knew that the assassination was coming and before she could 
be a garrison witness she was murdered in 1965 walking on some a deserted Highway in Big Sandy Texas 
what 
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deserted Highway in Big Sandy Texas what was she who would hitchhike on a deserted Road instead of a 
main road and she was hit by a car and died she also said that Roger Rose Cheramie that she was a 
stripper or a hooker for Ruby and then she witnessed Ruby in Oswald together quickly at the Carousel Club 
that was one of the she was one of the witnesses who could show that Ruby and Oswald knew each other 
there have been quite a few the book my book is chock filled with witnesses who saw Oswald and Ruby 
together at the Carousel Club and elsewhere we're speaking with author Joan Mellon investigative author but 
farewell to justice Jim Garrison JFK's assassination and the case that should have changed history Joan is 
decades friend and companion and we know the methodical way in which he approaches every one of the 
subjects and for what she is written books and analysis and and in the way she approaches life and what I'm 
talking about here brothers and sisters is a Profile in Courage you hear a quiet spoken fatica boo author 
investigator researcher professor who has personally physically been present with the killers contract killers 


plug uglies and the thugs the actual assassins sat with them met with their families pressed them push them 
extracted information from them extraordinary documentation firsthand witnesses that people paled before 
the prospect of even contacting there was Joan traveling on her own for almost eight years from place to 
place meeting these people and gaining their confidence and convincing them of the necessity at this point in 
time to come forward and she has obtained their data she has obtained their verification she is contained if 
you like their first-hand accounts it isn't just a breathtaking achievement as you read it 
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breathtaking achievement as you read it you will be astonished at the audacity the courage and the 
perseverance that has produced this extraordinary work we have so much more to discuss in terms of the 
interviews and particularly the role of Robert Kennedy in sabotaging the investigation why he would do such 
a thing why would he sabotage the investigation of his own brothers close brother to whom he was very 
close the assassination and what this means also going to discuss later on in the show the role of the top

bringing it all together farewell to justice by John Owen you have to have it brothers and sisters because it 
illuminates decades of the decomposition of what passes for the state in this country you were talking about 
rose Jeremy and then here on page 206 it says back in New Orleans garrison and covered roses 20 elias 'as 
her name appeared everywhere but in the warren commission index of names the state police had not taken 
her photograph or prints and then you have a person named please Frances freesia and Frances 
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please Frances freesia and Frances freesia was a state trooper who was who ultimately with mrs. Dischler 
became the investigators for Jim Garrison up at Clinton in Jackson and freesia enters the story here because 
he was a state policeman in charge of narcotics and so he knew Rose Cheramie very well because she plied 
her trade prostitution drugs on Route 190 down there from Opelousas to the border of Texas in Beaumont 
which again names that we know because of the recent catastrophes down there and so when Rose was 
thrown out of a car this is the time number one and she's dazed she's on drugs and Francis Boucher is 
called that's where the story starts as far as where Sharma is concerned and Frances freesia is told to take 
her to ease to the east Louisiana State Hospital and wall roses with him she's talking and talking and she's 
telling how Oswald and Ruby knew each other and how the assassination was planned and how she was 
with the Cubans and so Frances freesia enters the story at that time and it says here that her death 
certificate reads quote bullet in the head although hospital records mentioned no bullet hole | don't know 
about that and garrison could never find it the motorist who supposedly ran Rose over it was not at the 
address that he gave and garrison had no way of investigating there | want to say something else about 
garrison and that is how short-staffed he was he only had a few people for your four people working on this 
case he had very little money he had to borrow money from the Volkswagen dealer down there he had a 
small group called truth and consequences and for a while they gave a hundred dollars a month for his 
investigation and then they stopped after a few months he really was working on a shoestring and so there 
were a lot of areas that he couldn't investigate and | think the death of ro Cheramie was one another was 
pious a Sarah and all the information that they had given about the CIA's role in European politics garrison 
just did not have the resources to follow up on these aspects 
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resources to follow up on these aspects of the case and many of his witnesses who he nailed and they were 
key in central witnesses they simply went into other states and then the governors refused to extradite them 
well that's true and | think we have to realize it was Walter Sheridan on behalf of the Department of Justice 
who telephoned the governors of those states where the witnesses were and ordered them not to extradite it 
was true in Ohio in the case of Gordon Oval Gordon Novell had been charged as a material witness by 
garrison he wanted him to talk to the grand jury and the governor of Ohio just refused to extradite Novell the 
same was true of a woman named Sandra Moffett who had been pari Russo's companion at the party that | 
referred to where David Ferrie and Clay Shaw were and not a single witness was extradited by any state 
back to New Orleans to help Jim garrison you know | in mind of the time when we formed the who killed 
Kennedy Committee in London that is the moment when the established media became absolutely rabid The 
Guardian at the time published an editorial in which they said that | was a pathological American who had a 
psychopathic loathing for the country in which he had been read they didn't say spawned and | remember 
John when we were seeing Jim in 1969 | was joking with Jim about the kinds of attacks to which we had 
each been subjected over the years and as Jim was so clear about this you know if they if they don't offer 
you its character assassination Jim was subjected to the most relentless reinvention character assassination 
even the vindication and a court of law wasn't sufficient when this fabrication about his taking bribes from 
pinburrough machine operators which is a Justice Department plot against garrison was exposed the New 
York Times to this day continues to write as if he had been convicted of this and Jim used to say the 
following he says you tell it all as soon as you know it because there is no other immunity from the fate of so 
many 
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other immunity from the fate of so many of these witnesses because the more you make noise about what 
we know and that's what free speech radio was about brothers and sisters what that's what taking aim is for 
you tell it all as soon as you know you get it out there you mobilize people around this understanding and 
then this truth so that the consequence of doing us in put it bluntly is that you call attention to the information 
that you've been disseminating they can only attempt to assail us and destroy our characters and that they 
did relentlessly to Jim Garrison Jim Garrison was the man who was going to be governor of Louisiana in fact 
he had he had been marked by as a as a coming figure in Democratic Party politics he may end well have 
been considered as a vice presidential candidate or beyond his political career he cared less about he 
sacrificed every prospect to his dedication to unfolding this truth into exposing what he called war complex 
he said what was the Frazer to use Joan well he used to say the war machine yes but | meant in terms of let 
justice be done oh that's written on his grave let justice be done though the heavens fall it's and his children 
put that on his tombstone | hope the grave is intact over there in the cemetery in Metairie when we sent out 
notices about today's special the three hours special people then forwarded on to other lists and someone

Castro the Gerald Patrick hemming remained friendly with one of the Cubans who was close to Robert 
Kennedy and because of Gerald Patrick Hemings relationship with this Cuban his name was Angelo 
Kennedy who changed his name from Angelo morgado to angelo kennedy i was able to have a very good 
session with mr. Kennedy and to discuss what Bobby Kennedy knew and when he knew it and | found out 
that a group of Cubans among whom was Angela were working for Robert Kennedy they knew that 
something was happening in New Orleans lest anyone doubt that the assassination of John F Kennedy was 
planned and implemented as much in the state of Louisiana as it was in Dallas in November of 1963 so 
these Cubans went up to New Orleans to see what was happening and also by the way one of their roles

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Oswald and knew quite a lot about him prior this is several months prior to the assassination they also 
discovered that Lee Harvey Oswald was an FBI informant now this in case anyone doubts that Lee Harvey 
Oswald was a government agent and Robert Kennedy thought it over and he said well if he's working for the 
FBI if the FBI has him under control we don't have to worry about him naivete of Robert Kennedy and so they 
let him go and Angelo Kennedy then turns out to have been one of the three men and this is extremely 
important three men two Cubans and a man named Leon Oswald visited a Cuban exile in Dallas named

here is Oswald being set up to take the blame for the assassination now Angelo did not know about that call 
and so during the weekend of the assassination when he watches television like everyone else and sees Lee 


Harvey Oswald named as the assassin of President Kennedy and here he was with Oswald at Solio Tio's in 
September well he just said that he was viscerally sick he just vomited he was so upset the person who 
made that call Leopoldo turns out to have been a CIA asset named Bernardo de Torres and also with Angelo

Kennedy if you find out what | had to do with Arlo and he had to do it with me you will Know what this is all 
about you have with Niguel writing to Richard Hopkins but let's just look at him a moment a military 
intelligence officer with the counterintelligence core of the US Army recruited to the Central Intelligence 
Agency first meeting Oswald in Japan Niguel worked for the CIA red squad spying on dissident organizations 
he was investigating associates of what he called the right-wing extremists David Ferrie and he was referring 
to none other than Sergio our kaca Smith Niguel went to Louisiana as Oswald's manager he connected our 
kaca Smith with a la dia del Valle who would be murdered in Miami after Jim Garrison was preparing to indict 


him and he defined himself as having a special mission he stated that they're very banister group which he 
had infiltrated his oswald circle and the t's with essential people in preparing the murder of John F Kennedy 
and here we have Miguel writing to J Edgar Hoover on September 17th 
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to J Edgar Hoover on September 17th warning that Kennedy was about to be assassinated naming Oswald's 
aliases and then writing to DES Fitzgerald a jam wave in which he returns money that was to have been 
supplied to Oswald Garrison one of the interview Niguel what happened what did William Martin do how was 
that sabotage garrison thought that Niguel would be the best witness he had but just to make a long story 
short and | tell it in the book Niguel finally refused to testify at the trial of Clay Shaw that the agency for which 
he worked was the CIA and that made him really not a usable witness so after all was said and done it was 
really not William Martin William Martin was one of the plants in Garrison's office that we referred to in the 
last segment and clearly had worked for the CIA before he entered Garrison's office as an assistant district 
attorney and later immediately called the CIA as soon as he left and Garrison because William Martin spoke 
Spanish now | can't figure out why would that be the reason that he sent him to see Richard case Miguel but 
anyway | think Martin had volunteered he was going to go interview Richard case Miguel who at that time 
was in Springfield prison which was a federal psychiatric prison and Richard case Miguel immediately saw 
that William Martin who was CIA connected but ultimately Richard case Miguel what's important about him | 
think is his analysis of the situation the fact that he under he knew ferry he knew Shaw and he knew that 
Richard Helms was behind the assassination and he knew that John F Kennedy was threatening the power 
of the CIA and that this was the motive this is something that we haven't talked about so much in today that 
the motive of the CIA in destroying John F Kennedy had to do with Kennedy's challenge to the CIA which as 
President Truman said in an op-ed piece on the front page of the Washington Post for months after the 
assassination that the CIA was running a shadow government and John F Kennedy had made serious 
inroads in reducing the 
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made serious inroads in reducing the power of the CIA reducing the power of the Director of Central 
Intelligence reducing the activities that they were involved in reducing their budget and as a result of this the 
CIA really was not just angry at Kennedy because of his policies but because the very institution was 
threatened and Richard case Niguel in a series of letters that he wrote to a friend and Max reveals that he 
knew all of this and he knew that Richard hounds was behind the assassination plus his surveillance of 
Oswald and his knowledge of the foreknowledge of the assassination led him to be would have been a 
remarkable witness and | should tell the audience we didn't mention is that when Richard case Miguel 
realized that the assassination of President Kennedy was being planned and then Oswald was going to be 
involved in it in some way he went to a bank in El Paso and shot off a gun in which you do in a bank meant 
that that was a federal crime and it was he was immediately put in prison which meant if he were in prison he 
knew that he could not be implicated himself in the assassination that's how close to the assassination plot 
that he came unfortunately even later years later when Richard case Miguel was about to testify before the 
House Select Committee he dies and so he never actually revealed all that he knew although a remarkable 
book was written about Richard case Miguel called the man who knew too much by dick Russell right now 
it's interesting you see here that were describing Kennedy's designs upon the Central Intelligence Agency 
covert operations division that was outside his control but the operations to murder of Fidel Castro were not 
something to which he took exception and he was seeking to have it wasn't he indeed the Kennedy brothers 
obsessed with James Bond and covert operations themselves except they wanted to run them well | don't 
really believe that Kennedy's policies but what the CIA was so disturbed about of course it alternately comes 
to that that the CIA operating for and | think we need to make a statement that the CIA does not operate 
alone as a as an institution but 
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operate alone as a as an institution but rather represents the views of the Pentagon certainly it did during 
Kennedy's time and that both the Pentagon and the CIA favored a ground war which John F Kennedy 
opposed it wasn't that he was a democratic or that he opposed the idea of fighting in Vietnam but rather he

Sheridan who was never through with garrison he after Clay Shaw was acquitted Department of Justice try to 
destroy garrison and Walter Sheridan came back to New Orleans and threatened Pershing gervais at that 
time Gervais had been out of Garrison's office for years and he said that will put you in jail on income tax 
evasion and we have these documents thanks to the JFK | unless you wiretap Jim Garrison and help us and 
so sure they used a tape recorder and of course these tapes are all spliced and they were all altered but he 
betrayed garrison and then at the end he decided nobody could control Pershing Survey certainly not the 
United States government he was the one to himself and so finally just as they were about to go to trial 
Pershing who was now in Canada under a witness protection program with a fake name called his best 
friend reporter in New Orleans a woman named rosemary James and asked her to come up to Vancouver 
where he was and said that he had been trying to frame garrison at the direction of the Department of Justice 
that garrison wasn't guilty that all the tapes were incorrect and that garrison didn't have a nickel and that 
everybody knew that and of course the case then was really not going to be one garrison wanted because of 
that and when Pershing finally the Department of Justice forced him to be a rebuttal witness it didn't do any 
good well what you're talking about here is the suborning of perjury the conscious 
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the suborning of perjury the conscious and deliberate attempt on the part of Sheridan and the US 
Department of Justice to frame Jim Garrison on a fabricated charge by suborning the perjury of the corrupt 
figure and creating scissors and paste spliced tapes to establish the guilt of Jim Garrison of something of 
which he had not been guilty at all taking bribes for the use of pinball machines in New Orleans certainty of it 
| wanted just quote this is a quote from James Angleton which | think that was sort of close to his death and | 
got it from the book by Joseph Trento which | think sums up the activities of some of the CIA figures in our 
story that we've talked about this afternoon it's something that James Angleton told Joe Trento | think Allen 
Dulles Richard Helms Carmel Afyon Frank Wisner and Frank Wisner was the person who had collected a 
French nagy to be one of the CIA assets the person who would eventually be one of the founders of Perman 
Dex Allen Dulles Richard Helms carmela fee and Frank Wisner were the grandmasters if you were in a room 
with them you were in a room full of people that you had to believe would deservedly end up in hell | guess | 
will see them there soon now | don't know you can't call that quite a deathbed confession but it's awfully 
close well Joan you remember that James Jesus Angleton was a head of counterintelligence and covert 
operations had a drinking problem he appeared before some reporters once and he was drunk and he made 
the following statement he says there are many rooms in the mansion | wasn't savvy to who shot John but of 
course he was more than pretty well this he was in the same mansion in any case the one we're talking 
about and | also I'm not going to quote it now but it's in the book | have a semi deathbed confession of by 
Clay Shaw where he's visited in his hospital he was dying of lung cancer and he told a French Quarter artist 
George Duroy that garrison was 
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artist George Duroy that garrison was wrong but someone like me might well have helped the CIA might well 
have delivered a package might well he really does describe exactly what he did in the Kennedy 
assassination aiding and abetting being part of the conspiracy certainly not a shooter certainly it was not his 
idea that John F Kennedy be murdered but willing to participate well after all in terms of deathbed 
confessions we have the example of David at least elipse himself why don't you work David at Lee Phillips 
estranged from his brother and near death himself talked to his brother and this was related to me by David 
at Liefeld nephew Shawn and also was relayed to dick Russell saying that were you in Dealey Plaza and 
pretty much admitting that he was in Dealey Plaza on November 22nd not shooting of course but 


superintending another person who apparently was a Dealey Plaza Bernardo de Torres whom we mentioned 
earlier was Leopoldo the visitor to Silvia oh do we have here in the confluence of these various people in 
charge of the overtops and intelligence agencies the truth emerging in spite of themselves not only in their 
own words but in the documents that establish their role and in that regard we have not just the role of the 
Justice Department the CIA and we have to keep in mind that a key figure in all of this was was J Edgar 
Hoover and one of the other extraordinary things that emerges from this book is the moral as Mark felt not 
only J Edgar Hoover but specifically mark felt the so called deep throat would you describe what you have 
disclosed here about the role of Mark felt in relation to these events Mark felt was one of the people in the 
FBI charged with discrediting Jim Garrison and he worked with the second-in-command to the Attorney 
General for the state of Louisiana a jack P F ker milliohm trying to find dirt on Jim Garrison and | discussed 
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dirt on Jim Garrison and | discussed that really in the introduction to the book because | to get an idea the 
whole FBI was involved in the discrediting of Jim Garrison one of the things that J Edgar Hoover did as soon 
as garrison started was to issue a directive to all special agents in charge to say give garrison nothing and 
we have that in writing yes and of course innovation to this we were mentioning at the beginning of this 
program Joan the fate of such as Mary Sherman and of course we know that right after the disclosure that 
Mary was going to be indicted he was found dead there was a specific area of work in which both these 
people were engaged it had to do with cancer would you describe it I'm not going to say too much about 
Mary Sherman and about her experiments that she worked clearly in a government lab in the dead of night 
Mary Sherman worked for the Ochsner clinic and Alton Ochsner was a very close associate of Clay Shaw 
both of them CIA assets their enormous number of CIA documents about dr. Ochsner somehow Mary 
Sherman is connected to the ochsner clinic connected to ferry connected to the US Public Health Hospital 
where Oswald himself was carrying in a vaccination card when he was arrested in Dallas and that is and that 
card came from that hospital and | wish that people would find in my book many hints that they could 
continue this investigation my book is not the Beagle in the end oh I hope I've opened up areas of 
investigation for people to go further to look further to find new witnesses to encourage new witnesses to 
come forward is what Jim Garrison always wanted he hoped that by Perri Russo coming forward and being 
public other people would also come forward and | think this is oh we can hope for and | find that | was very 
lucky really when | was in Miami I'm looking at the book and | find another soldier of fortune Edward | Arthur 
who's well known to people who have studied the anti-castro movement and Edward | author told me he was 
warned by his CIA controller during the summer in Miami 
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controller during the summer in Miami the summer of 1963 this guy Oswald if you come across and stay 
away and another CIA colleague at the time told that Arthur Kennedy's not long for this world so they argue 
this was really an open secret that the CIA was after Kennedy as Maya said the mainstream press has 
preferred to accept the Warren Commission report although | think the polls overwhelmingly state that 
nobody really believes that | was well acted alone but the evidence is overwhelming not only that what we 
know today but even what was known at the time oh it's the entire panoply of events because they had 
placed Oswald in Mexico City and this under the direction of such as David at Lee Phillips what was he doing 
there I'm gonna leave the Mexico City portion of the story to others | concentrated in my book on the events 
that happened during Oswald's day in Louisiana from April of 1963 to the end of September shortly before he 
goes to visit Sylvia oh do you see all the cast of characters the CIA Fairey the the and david ferries roll i 
should also add we haven't had a chance to mention was to carry people out of dallas if needed right after 
the assassination and fly them to places in latin america and that very plan of ferry to take the assassins out 
and the movements of ferry in relation to Galveston and Dallas was the subject of meetings for which there 
were witnesses and part of the extraordinary documentation in a farewell to justice one of the people | found 
and | never dreamed that | would was a friend of David ferries called John Wilson and John Wilson had seen 


Lee Harvey Oswald giving out his leaflets on Canal Street and then John Wilson was visiting ferry at his 
apartment and who should he see there but the same fellow who had been giving out the leaflets and he said 
well what's he doing at Dave's so in case anybody doubted Perry Russo that he did 
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anybody doubted Perry Russo that he did see Lee Harvey Oswald up there here's John Wilson who really 
hasn't been involved with this case at all has talked to no writers or has been interviewed by no government 
bodies reporting on what happened and you described many participants in gathering so we call them at clay 
Shahs residence in which they were deep in discussion about the assassination witnesses two very 
witnesses to Oswald witnesses to Shaw present together and then in later meetings with banister it by the 
time you come to the vast number of witnesses you've produced and evidence and documents of their 
meetings and their discussions there isn't a scintilla of doubt as to the mechanism and the method and the 
implementation of the execution of John Kennedy Lee Harvey Oswald was not a loner government agent 
Jones reveals that not just a government agent for the CIA and the FBI but involved with with customs and 
she goes into Oswald's operations for these agencies he's closely connected to the answer Castro's figures 
in New Orleans it's a total mythology about Oswald being in favor of Castro that was the cover-up to set him 
up as a pathway of which he wasn't aware this included clay Shaw garrison prosecuted David Ferrie and a 
Cuban associate of Shaw's at the International Trade Mart named Juan Valdez there's an enormous cast of 
characters Joan goes into the role of the FBI and of Attorney General Robert Kennedy to obstruct the 
investigation planting people into the garrison crew of investigators working with the major media Newsweek 
NBC and other publications to discredit Jim Garrison going so far as to prosecute Jim Garrison the District 
Attorney and later 
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Garrison the District Attorney and later who became judge in New Orleans yes my Jacko's for the CIA 
chapter 17 in jackals for the CIA you will find person after person exposed for the sei connections who are 
connected to Oswald and who were involved on behalf of the authorities and framing Oswald and in 
establishing the cover story for the execution of the president the imputation to a presumptive Marxist for the 
purpose of a political adventure that was the real underlying context of the assassination itself this is a 
revelation this book and it is not just a revelation but it is an establishing documentation of what actually 
occurred please support it obtain it promote it disseminate it make it your own and let's continue this struggle 
brothers and sisters farewell to justice defines what occurred in relation to the execution of the head of state 
but it also describes our subsequent history in the period during which we are living at this very moment for 
all of the events that define the execution of the head of state provide the platform for the conduct of our 
affairs with the treatment of our citizens and for the nature of the state apparatus that has control over us the 
martial law state has its roots in the murder of Kennedy the hegemony of the military into the Central 
Intelligence Agency in our lives and the destruction of the formal protections that we have taken to be our 
birthright are a direct lineage with the execution of the head of state and not just the cover-up but the 
internalization of all of those processes and the embrace of treason at the highest levels joan is going to be 
talking about a farewell to justice across the united states support that effort carry on the struggle brothers 
and sisters
